Short stories about Senator Hanna 
interest the people at this time. Pages 
have been w ritten about his life dur­ 
ing the past few days, but among the 
mass of featured articles none gives 
the reader a clearer insight than in 
chields of his life noted in para 
graphs. 
W alter W ellman, the famous corre 
spondent, pays this tribute to Senator 
H anna: 
“Senator H anna was one 
of the 
greatest reporters I ever knew. 
He 
knew what was news and w hat inter 
cated the people. 
He grasped easily 
ail the little details which proved in 
teresting reading, and if he ever had 
w ritten he would undoubtedly have 
proved to be as g reat a w riter as he 
was a politician. 
“At the time of the shooting of 
President McKinley I was 
on 
an 
ocean liner bound for New York. The 
morning after the president was shot 
I arrived In New York. 
I caught the 
first train for Buffalo and arrived 
there about noon. 
“The first public man I met was 
Senator Hanna. 
He invited me to the 
club. 
We stayed there 
about 
two 
hours. 
The senator told me all ubout 
the shooting and the events that de 
veloped afterw ards, and he told It so 
well that I needed to see no one else 
about it. 
“The next morning the first pagr 
of the Chicago Record-Herald was al­ 
most filled with Senator H anna’s ac­ 
count of the assassination of Presi­ 
dent McKinley.” 
A close political friend for many 
years of Senator H anna vouches for 
the following story, says the Cleve­ 
land Leader: 
It \ as the m artyred presld* ut, W il­ 
liam McKinley, who really was re­ 
sponsible tor Mark Hanna becoming 
a United States senator. 
After the 
presidential campaign of 
1896 
Mr. 
H anna refused to be a candidate for 
any public office, but he was prom i­ 
nently mentioned for a cabinet posi­ 
tion. 
That was at a tim e .when the 
opposition was trying to make much 
political 
capital 
by attacking 
Mr. 
H anna and accusing him of dom inat­ 
ing McKinley. 
When 
the 
demand 
that Mr Hanna should accept a pub­

United States has com** Into trade 
relations with a new region containing 
IO,ouu,uuu of people is briefiy told In 
the report of Robert P. Skinner, con 
aul general at Marseilles, France, on 
bis commercial mission to Abyssinia 
last November. Mr. Skinner negotiated 
a treaty which will secure the most 
favor***! nation privileges in Ethiopia 
and will guarantee to American clti 
zens and merchandise Immunity from 
discrimination In rates on all pnbli 
roads and lines of communication. 
In addition Mr. Skinner prevailed 
upon King Mcnelik to accept an lnvl 
tation for his country to participate In 
the St. Louis exposition. 
Mr. Skinner 
says: 
“The presence of the mission 
Ethiopia has had the effect of turning 
ber attention toward the* United States 
as a probable source of supply for 
many manufactured articles for which 
an expanding market is certain to re 
an expanding m arket Is certain to rs 
suit upon the completion of the rallwa. 
and as a probable consuming m arket 
for such products as may be available 
for export.” 
Mr. Skinner gives this picturesque 
descript ton of his reception of the 
emperor: 
Escorted by 3,000 Black Men. 
“The mission set out for the seat 
of government by an Ethiopian escort 
of 3,000 men. 
We w*ere astonished 
and our appreciation of the pieta” 
esquo gratified by this first glimpse 
of Ethiopian troops upon a ceremonies 
occasion. 
Arrayed in gorgeous silks 
and sarins, with lion and leopard skin 
mantles, gold and silver plated buck­ 
lers, carrying 
lances 
from

floated the national colors, mounted 
upon spirited horses, they galloped 
into formation th** order of which wa* 
an apparent disorder, a scene as in­ 
describable as it was memorable.

Our reception was cordial but 
formal.” 
Menellk Decorates Visitor*. 
For nine days Mr. Sklnuer wa* In 
conference with the emperor and his 
chiefs of state. 
At the farewell audi­ 
ence the emperor received the entire 
expedition and bestowed decorations 
upon all the officers of the mission 
and presented medals to the marines. 
To Mr Skinner the emperor gave two 
young lions 
and a pair of elephant 
tusks together with a personal lefter 
of friendship and good will addressed 
to the president, which he gave as 
testimonial of his friendship and good 
will to the United States. 
Of the nation’s resource* Mr. Skin* 
ner has this to say: '"The empire 
holds no attractions to the commercial 
adventurer with limited means.

the other hand enterprises planned 
with skill and backed with sufficient 
capital may he carried out with every 
assurance that property Interests will 
he respected by the government and

For nine days Mr. Skinner was In 
conference with the emperor and his 
chiefs of state. 
At the farewell audi­ 
ence the emperor received the entire 
expedition and bestowed decorations 
upon all the officers of the mission 
and presented medals to the marines. 
To Mr. Skinner the emperor gave two 
young lions 
and a pair of elephant 
tusks together with a personal letter 
of friendship and good will addressed 
to the president, which he gave as 
testimonial of hts friendship and good 
will to the United States. 
Of the nation’s resources Mr. Skin* 
ner has this to say: '"The empire 
holds no attractions to the commercial 
adventurer with limited means.
